Tuition  Increase  Is  Announced; 
Lower  Rates  For  LDS  Members 


Tuition  goes  up  $80  a year  for  members 
of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints  starting  fall  semester. 

The  rate  for  non-LDS  students  is  an  in- 
:rease  of  $110,  announced  Acting  President 
Sari  .C.  Crockett. 

AT  PRESENT  the  total  cost  of  registra- 
Jon  includes  $194  per  year  for  tuition  and 
586  for  fees.  The  increase  will  raise  these 
-0  $220  and  $100,  respectively. 

President  Crockett  said  the  additional 
:harge  is  similar  to  the  out-of-state  fees 
charged  by 'State  universities  and  colleges  to 
ill  students  who  do  not  pay  taxes  in  the 
state  where  the5’'  study. 

The  differential  is  being  explained  in 
the  new  catalog  being  prepared  for  the 
press;  “Approximately  three-fourths  of 
the  cost  of  operating  the  University  is 
paid  from  the  tithes  of  the  Church.  There- 
fore, students  who  are  Church  members, 
or  their  families,  already  have  made  mone- 
tary contribution  to  the  operation  of  the 
University.  To  equalize  this  burden  some- 
what, it  is  necessary  to  charge  non-mem- 
bers a higher  tuition.  Even  this  higher  to- 
tal payment,  however,  covers  less  than 
half  of  the  total  educational  cost  of  non- 
members of  the  Church.” 

According  to  Pi’esident  Crockett  this 


change  does  not  represent  a discrimination 
against  non-members,  but  is  merely  a fee 
adjustment.  Dr.  Crockett  was  not  available 
Wednesday  for  comment  concerning  how 
Church  members  wauld  be  identified  during 
registration. 

He  emphasized  that  BYU  charges  are 
still  one-third  to  one-fifth  of  those  of  other 
pi’ivate  and  church-related  institutions. 

In  the  state  of  Utah  the  other  two  major 
universities  raised  cliarges  this  year  as  much 
as  $300  for  residents  and  $495  W non-re- 
sidents. 

THE  PLANNED  INCREASE  also  is  far 
below  the  national  trend.  Dr.  Crockett  point- 
ed out.  A survey  by  the  U.  S.  Office  of  Edu- 
cation shows  average  tuition  clmrges  for 
undergraduates  at  851  private  colleges  and 
universities  increased  39  per  cent  in  four 
years.  ^ 

(charges  in  514  public  colleges  and  uni- 
versities increased  36  per  cent  for  state  resi- 
dents and  33  per  cent  for  students  from 
outside  the  state. 

The  survey  showed  98  percent  of  the 
private  institutions*  raised  tuition  in  the 
period.  Eighty-one  per  cent  of  the  public 
institutions  raised  charges  to  state  residents 
and  91  per  cent  to  non-state  residents. 


Dr.  Hales  Succumbs

Dr.  Richard  Wayne  Hales,  37, 
BYU  professor  of  physics  and 
Utah  County  Republican  chair- 
m*an,  died  Tuesday  at  Salt  Lake 
General  Hospital  of  leukemia. 

He  had  been  in  apparent  good 
health  until  he  was  stricken  last 
Sunday. 

DR.  HALES  HAD  been  elected 
i last  December  to  head  Republican 
I Party  affairs  in  Utah  County. 

; Shortly  before  that  he  had  been 
given  the  Provo  Peak  Award  as 
one  of  the  four  most  outstanding 
scouters  in  Utah  National  Parks 
Council. 

At  the  time  of  his  death,  in  ad- 
dition to  teaching  graduate  phys- 
ics at  BYU.  he  was  heading  an 
Atomic  Energy  Commission  re- 
search project  in  solar  magne- 
1 tism. 

! HE  WAS  A member  of  the  fac- 
' ulty  committee  for  the  BYU  Hon- 
or Program  and  had  chairmanned 
the  Honors  Program  seminars. 
He  was  chairman  of  the  commit- 
tee that  revised  the  BYU  grad- 
ing system,  and  faculty  adviser 
to  the  Young  Republicans  on 
campus. 

In  civic  affairs,  Dr.  Hales  was 
a charter  member  of  Timpanogos 
Kiwanis  Club,  chairman  of  its 
membership  committee,  and  just 
last  month  had  been  installed  as 
the  club’s  vice  president. 

He  had  served  as  bishop  of  the 
Provo  12th  Ward  of  The  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints  and  at  the  time  of  his 
1 death  was  a member  of  the  Pro

NICOSIA,  CYPRUS  (UPD— The 
United  States  air-lifted  most 
American  women  and  children 
off  this  tense  island  republic 
Wednesday  as  hatred  between 
the  Greek  and  Turkish  commun- 
ities boiled  dangerously  close  to 
a full-fledged  civil  war. 

THE  U.  S.  Ambassador,  stand- 
ing firm  in  his  bomb-shattered 
embassy,  threatened  to  call  out 
the  Marines  to  protect  remaining 
American  citizens  against  what 
he  called  “an  organized  campaign 
against  us.’’ 

New  violence  flared  in  the  in- 
ter-communal dispute  and  long- 
seething  bitterness  appeared  to 
be  reaching  the  flash  point. 

THE  FIRST  of  five  chartered 
airliners  carrying  American  wo- 
men and  children  to  safety  in 
Beirut,  Lebanon,  left  here  early 
Wednesday. 

There  are  about  1.700  Ameri- 
cans on  the  island,  and  more  than 
800  were  aboard  the  flights. 

AN  AMERICAN  Embassy 
spokesman  said  officials  would 
remain  in  close  contact  with 
Americans  remaining  on  Cyprus 
to  protect  their  lives. 

“In  case  of  danger.’’  he  said, 
“we  will  ask  Cyprus  police  to 
protect  them  and,  if  necessary, 
will  call  upon  the  Marines.  You 
never  know  where  they  may  drop 
a,  bomb  next.’’

In  my.  next  few  articles  I would 
like  to  tell  you  briefly  about  my  trip  and  some  of  the 
things  I saw.  j 

Since  I want  to  be  as  accurate  as  possible,  I muM 
admit  that  in  an  article  I wrote  immeiiiately  after  r^ 
turning  from  Russia,  I did  error  just  a littie  when  in 
speaking  of  Russian  music  I indicated  that  the  top  three 
tunes  on  the  Russian  hit  parade  were:  (1)  Wake  the 
Town  and  Shoot  the  People,  (2)  I’ve  Become  Accustom^ 
ed  to  Your  Fist,  and  (3)  Friendly  Persecution.

Preparation 

In  preparing  for  my  trip  to  Russia,  I studied  a wide 
variety  of  pubilcations.  I also  studied  the  Russian  langi 
uage  under  the  tutorship  of  a graduate  student  who 
could  speak,  read  and  write  Russian.  My  pronunciation 
was  pretty  good  With  the  words  I knew,  but  I didn’J 
know  too  many  words.  One  day  when  in  Red  Square 
a young  Russian  fellow  approached  me  and  had  a lively 
conversation  for  about  five  minutes — then  I ran  out  of 
words.  He  followed  me  around  for  about  half  an  hour 
talking  to  me  in  Russian,  but  I didn’t  have  a thing  to 
say.  Boy,  was  I embarrassed. 


Russian  People 

I feel  that  the  Russian  people  like  most  other 
people  in  the  world  are  basically  good  people.  They  were 
very  friendly  and  helpful.  This  is  most  often  not  true 
of  the  Communists.  Approximately  ten  million  of  the 
two  hundred  and  twenty  million  Russians  are  Commun^ 
ists.  ^ 

I have  had  people  ask  me,  “What  does  a Russian  . 
l(Dok  like”  ? That  is  a hard  question  to  answer.  The  Rus* 
sians  are  a blend  of  many  nationalities.  Some  are  talP 
others  short,  some  have  dark  hair,  others  have  blonde 
or  maybe  red  hair.  Some  look  very  oriental  while  others 
do  not.  It  would  be  hard  for  me  to  say  that  a Russian 
is  this  or  that  as  far  as  body  type  goes. 

The  Russian  people  are  told  in  their  propaganda 
that  the  Americans  want  war.  They  are  extremely  coni 
cerned  as  to  why  we  want  war.  Several  years  ago  while 
touring  Russia,  Dr.  Antone  Romney  became  separateij 
from  his  tour  group.  He  could  not  speak  Russian  and, 
consequently,  could  not  communicate  to  the  people  in 
the  small  Russian  town.  He  became  ill  and  was  placed 
in  a hospital.  In  the  evening,  they  took  all  of  the  pa^ 
tients  to  a T.V.  room  and  showed  them  films  of  Naga- 
saki and  Hiroshima  and  other  films  which  were  pr^ 
sented  as  hate  America  films.  , 


Russian  Women 

As  a result  of  their  strenuous  life  and  low  wagej 
and  lack  of  materials,  Russian  women  appear  quite  un- 
attractive by  U.  S.  standards.  In  contrast  to  America!^ 
they  are  not  well  dressed.  While  walking  down  the 
streets  of  Moscow  you  would  see  most  of  the  women 
wearing  bobby  socks  with  low  heeled  shoes.

attempt  at  curling  it.  Most  of  them  wear  little  if  any 
,make-up.  Occasionally  you  do  see  a few  people  amongest 
the  more  privileged  who  wear  make-up  and  western 
hairdos. 

The  Russians  have  been  striving  for  many  years  to 
give  their  women  equality.  It  would  appear  that  in  the 
area  of  heavy  manual  labor  the  women  have  even  more 
“equality”  than  the  men.  The  women  do  most  all  of  the 
real  heavy  manual  labor  such  as  digging  ditches,  haul- 
ing cement,  laying  bricks,  etc.  I saw  one  railroaci  gang 
composed  of  both  men  and  women, 

Lenin’s  Tomb 

It  was  quite  an  experience  to  visit  Lenin’s  tomb. 
Everyday  there ' are  lines  of  people  from  four  to  five 
blocks  long  waiting  for  a chance  to  view  Lenin  in  his 
tomb. 

At  the  opening  of  the  tomb,  there  are  two  guards 
who  look  you  over  like  hawks.  Inside  the  tomb  there  are 
8-10  guards  surrounding  the  tomb.  If  you  have  to 
sneeze  while  inside  the  tomb,  I wouldn’t  recommenii 
making  any  fast  grabs  for  your  handkerchief. 

Lenin,  who  looks,  like  he  died  yesterday,,  appears  to 
be  in  a perfect  state  of  presei-vation.  He  can  tie  seen 
clearly  as  the  upper  part  of  the  tomb  is  glass. 

Stalin  used  to  lay  along  side  Lenin,  but  he  has  been 
‘booted  out”  and  now  has  a plain  tombstone  in  the 
burial  ground  outside  of  Lenin’s  tomb.

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Safe  Cigarettes 
Gain  Stamp 
By  Committee 

WASHINGTON.  (UPI)  — A 
House  Agriculture  subcommittee 
Wednesday  unanimously  approv- 
ed a resolution  authorizing  a 
multi-million  dollar  government- 
backed  program  ^ designed  to 
make  sure  that  cigarettes  are 
safe. 

Sponsored  by  Rep.  Harold  D. 
Cooley,  D-N.C.,  chairman  of  the 
full  Agriculture  committee,  the 
resolution  would  authorize  a 
special  study  program  on  tobac- 
co— its  production,  handling,  and 
manufacture. 

Cooley  emphasized  that  he  was 
not  contradicting  a Public  Health 
Service  report  which  found  cig- 
arettes to  be  harmful. 

--^..-He  said,  however,  that  “we 
need  tp  clear  up  many  things” 
because  “nobody  knows  what  it 
is,  if  anything,  in  tobacco  that 
might  be  injurious  to  health.” 

In  a report  issued  last  month, 
the  Public  Health  Service  labelled 
smoking-  a causative  factor  in 
lung  cancer. 

The  Veterans  Administration 
issued  an  order  v/ednesday  ban- 
ning the  distribution  of  free  cig- 
arettes and  other  tobacco  pro- 
ducts in  its  168  hospitals  and  18 
domiciliaries.  The  Public  Health 
Service  and  the  Pentagon  took 
the  same  action  earlier  for  hos- 
pitals under  their  jurisdiction. 

'The  Veterans  Administration 
said  it  will  couple  its  ban  with  an 
educational  campaign  to  inform 
patients  and  hospital  employees 
of  health  hazards  involved  in 
smoking. 

Cooley  said  it  would  take  up  to 
$10  million  to  get  the  research 
program  operating  on  a crash 
basis. 


Congolese  Commander 
Enters  Waring  Province 


LEOPOLDVILLE,  The  Congo, 
(UPI) — Congolese  Army  Com- 
mander Col.  Joseph  Mobutu  Wed- 
nesday went  to  embattled  Kwilu 
province"  to  help  direct  strategy 
against  thousands  of  communist- 
led  terrorists  who  have  been  kill- 
ing, looting  and  burning. 

THE  NEAR-NAKED  terrorists, 
many  of  them  believed  drugged 
with  hashish  and  convinced  of 
their  invulnerability  against  gun- 
fire, have  seized  one  strategic 
airfield  and  threatened  another. 

The  army  completed  its  air-lift 
of  the  3rd  Parachute  Commando 
Battalion,  commanded  by  Maj. 
Joseph  (The  Terrible)  Tshashi, 
from  Katanga  province  to  Kik- 
wit,  provincial  capital  of  Kwilu. 
It  brought  to  1,000  Congolese 
army  strength  in  the  ravaged 
province. 

INPOR3IED  SOURCES  said 
Mobutu  went  to  Kikwit  to  confer 


with  Tshashi  on  measures  to  halt 
the  marauders  who  have  swept 
across  the  province  without  meet- 
ing any  formidable  Congolese 
army  opposition. 

The  terrorists  were  reported 
threatening  the  garrisons  at  Idio- 
fa,  55  miles  east  of  Kikwit,  and 
Gungu,  60  miles  to  the  Southeast. 
The  Idofia  airfield,  defended  by 
only  60  Congolese  soldiers,  was 
reported  in  danger. 

THE  GUNGU  airfield  was  seiz- 
ed by  the  terrorists  who  were  re- 
ported digging  in  to  keep  gov- 
ernment planes  from  flying  in 
supplies  to  the  embattled  garri- 
son. 

The  terrorists,  armed  with 
bows  and  poisoned  arrows,  vir- 
tually disregarded  a wall  of  bul- 
lets Monday  in  a wild  charge 
against  Congolese  Government 
machinegun  emplacements.  '
